In most of these sudden at- 
tacks of hives. It Is relatively 
easy, with the new antihista- 
mines, to get relief until the at- 
tack comes to ah end. 

But every once In a while the 
attack Is of obscure origin. The 
eruption and maddening itch 
are perslstentr AntlhlsUmlne^ 
and even Injections of epineph' 
ripe 'give less and less relief for 
sliorter and shorter pcriodi: 

Sooner or later. Increasingly 
;large doses t^t shorter and short- 
er intervals yield more discom- 
forting side reactions than re- 
llof. And the patient seeks des- 
perately for help as his nervous 
system becomes Increasingly 
frayed. 

A number ot studies of chronic 
urticaria (Itch* have yielded 



some interesting rcsul'.s that 
may have Important pracUcal 
applications. Thus, the prob:itla 
cause bi about one-third the pa- 
tients In a series of 115 persons 
with chronic hives wu dnigt. 
And the drug most often involved 
was penicillin. Foods, infection] 
and emotional stresses made up 
another thhd. And, with a few 
exceptions, causes for the re* 
malnlng thhrd were "undeter- 
mined," • 

When tho penicillin (Jue iras'^ 
further pursued. In a group ot 
four patients. It was discovered 
that the cause for persistence ot 
the attack was pentclllin-con- ,| 
laminated milk. Investigation f \ 
disclosed the presence of about ^ 
SSO units qf penicillin per quart 
of milk. And the source of the 
penicillin was 'Injection ' treat- 
ment and, infected udders with - 
as many as one million units of 
drug. . 

Now it Li perfectly proper to 
treat bovine Infections In this 
troy. And there ore no practJcsl 
means by which milk mspectors, 
your local dairy or your doctor 
can detect the presence ot penl- 
olllln In milk or dairy products. 

But. If you autter an attack 
of chronlo hives, you'd be well 
advised to avoid milk and dairy 
products until the eruption dis- 
appears. Then, somd time htler, 
you might test yourself again. 
And, If you ahow no evidences 
of liypersensltlvlty, you can volefl 
"not guilty" on milk. And "gull- S 
ty" on some contamliuml, pre- . 
sumably penicillin, '
